SUBJECT : PARAGUAY REPUDIATES VENEZUELAN COUP 
ATTEMPT 

1. (U) THE PARAGUAYAN GOVERNMENT HAS CONDEMNED THE 
ATTEMPTED MILITARY COUP IN VENEZUELA. PRESIDENT 
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RODRIGUEZ GAVE HIS FULL SUPPORT TO THE RIO GROUP 
DECLARATION ON THE COUP FOLLOWING A TELEPHONE 
CONVERSATION WITH COLOMBIAN PRESIDENT CESAR GAVIRIA. 
RODRIGUEZ ALSO SENT A PERSONAL MESSAGE TO PRESIDENT 
CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ EXPRESSING HIS ADMIRATION AND 
FRIENDSHIPFOR CAP AND SOLIDARITY WITH VENEZUELA'S 
DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS. 

2. (U) DOMINGO LAINO, DE FACTO LEADER OF THE 
OPPOSITION LIBERAL PARTY, SENT PRESDENT PEREZ A 
TELEGRAM DECLARING HIS SOLIDARITY WITH THE VENEZUELAN 
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PEOPLE AND REPUDIATING THE COU ATTEMPT. 

3. (U) ADDITIONALLY, THE NATIONAL CONSTITUENT 
ASSEMBLY, MEETING TO DRAFT A NEW PARAGUAYAN 
CONSTITUTION, ISSUED A DECLARATION CONDEMNING THE 
COUP. THE CONST I TENT ASSEMBLY'S STATEMENT WAS 
SIGNED BY THE LEADERS OF ALL PARTY BLOCS. THE 
PERMANENT COMMITTEE OF THE PARLIAMENT ALSO ISSUED A 
DECLARATION OF CONDEMNATION. 

4. (C) COMMENT: THE ROLE OF THE MILITARY IN A 
DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY AND ITS RELATION TO CIVILIAN 
AUTHORITIES HAVE BEEN THE FOCUS OF RECENT DEBATE IN 
PARAGUAY'S CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. THE VENEZUELAN 
COUP ATTEMPT OCCURRED ONE DAY AFER THE DRAFTING 
SUBCOMMITTEE IN THE CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY REJECTED A 
MILITARY-SPONSORED PROPOSAL TO ALLOW THE PRESIDENT TO 
DELEGATE HIS AUTHORITY AS COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE 
ARMED FORCES TO A GENERAL OFFICER. OUR CONTACTS TELL 
US THE ISSUE IS NOT FINALLY SETTLED AND WILL LIKELY
